Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Double Penetration Virgins D.P. Diner 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick features a barrage of sexually explicit images as well as text and a cover 
photograph of a sexually suggestive nature. Close focus images of explicit sexual activity on the 
back of the video slick stand out as being particularly degrading and dehumanising in terms of the 
way in which they portray the participants, in particular the women. Particularly impactful are 
images of vaginal intercourse and double penetration in which only the genitals of the participants 
are visible. The effect of these images is to reduce the participants in general to a collection of 
sexual body parts, and the women in particular to a collection of orifices for the sexual pleasure of 
men. 

In view of the degree to which the video slick degrades and dehumanises participants, the 
Classification Office finds that the availability of the video slick is likely to be injurious to the public 
good. Consequently, the video slick would be likely to be classified as objectionable if it were 
submitted for classification. Therefore in accordance with regulation 28(3)(a) the video slick is not 
approved. The Classification Office considers this a reasonable limit on freedom of expression, as 
outlined in s5 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990.
